Money, arms and ammu- 
nition were taken from them and 
they were told to get out of Mexico 
as quickly as possible. 


Twenty-three Americans were left 
at Los Merchis guarding the sugar 
refinery there and they have been 
given word by Carranza officials that 
they will not tie 
molested within 


24 hours after the declaration of 
war between the United States and 
Mexico, Holton said. More than 15,- 
000 gallons of alcohol are stored in 
the tanks adjacent to the sugar re- 
finery and every effort is being made 
to ship this out of the country. The 
sugar cane crop this year is exceed- 
ingly large and as 12,000 Mexicans 
around Los Merchis depend upon the

lealth and one hundred and twenty- 
six persons have died.

department and the situation is dis- 
couraging.

was made for fifty additional train- 
d nurses, 48 hospital nurses with 
domestic and orderlies to be employ- 
ed in caring for the little patients.

Washington, July 5.—The reply of the de facto government of Mexico to 


the demands of the United States, conciliatory in terms and giving assur- 
ances of a desire to reach a friendly adjustment of the difficulties between 
the two countries, was delivered to the state department today by a Mexl* 
can embassy attache. 


The text of the note as transmitted by Eliseo Airedondo, the Bfexteaii 
ambassador designate, follows: 


"Mr. Secretary: I have the honor to transmit in continuation the text 


of a note I have just received from my government with instructions to pre- 
sent it to your excellency. 


" 'Kcfcrring to the notes of June 20 and 35 last, I have the honor to say 


to your excellency that the immediate release of the Carrizal prisoners was 
a further proof of the sincerity of the desires of this government to reach 
a pacific and satisfactory agreement of present difficulties. 
This govern- 


ment is anxious to solve the present conflict and it would be unjust If fto 
attitude were misinterpreted- 


" 'It was also the Mexican government that earnestly suggested a pis* 


for cantonments along the boundary line during the conference of Ctadud* 
.Juarez and Kl Paso. This government is disposed now as it has always 
been, to seek an immediate solution of the two points which constitute the 
true causes of the conflict between the two countries, to-wit: Tbe Amer* 
lean government believes reasonably that the Insecurity of it* frontier is a 
source of difficulty and the Mexican government on Its part, believes that 
the stay of American troops on Mexican territory aside from being trespass 
on the sovereignty of Mexico Is the immediate cause of the conflicts. 
Therefore the withdrawal of American troops on one hand and the protec* 
tlon of the frontier, on the other, are the two- essential problems, the sola* 
tion of which must be the directing object of the efforts of both govern* 
mcnts. 


" 'The Mexican government is willing to consider in a quick and practi- 


cal way and prompted by a spirit of concord, the remedies which should 
be applied to the present situation. 
" 'Several Latin-American countries have offered their friendly nKWIIJi 


tion to the Mexican government, and the latter has accepted it in principle. 
Therefore the Mexican government only awaits information that the gov- 
ernment of the United States would be disposed to accept this mediation for 
the purpose mentioned above or whether it is still of the belief that the 
same results may be attained by means of direct negotiations between both 
governments. 


" 'In the meantime this government proposes to employ all efforts that 


may lie at its disposal to avoid the recurrence of new incidents which may 
complicate and aggravate the situation. 
At the same time it hopes ttott 


the American government on its part may make use of all efforts to pre- 
vent also new acts of its military and civil authorities of the froatter that 
might cause new complications. 
" 'I avail myself of this opportunity to reiterate to your excellency the 
assurance of my most distinguished consideration.

While holding out little or no hope 


for a lowering of meat prices in the 
near future, the report says 
that 


there probably will

gradual 


growth and expansion in the world's 
production of beef, mutton and por.k 
which may or may not equal the rate 
of increase of the meat eating popu- 
lation. 


The available supply of meat in 


this country would be much greater, 
the report states, were it not for the 
enormous losses caused by disease 
and exposure.
